School Lands For Sale 


Elerald: 

All the sshool lands adjacent to the 
railroad from Lethbridge to Edmon- 
ton. or at least sections 11 and 29 
will be disposed of at auction shortly. 
An upset price of $7 has been placed 
on the most undesirable lands and 
unless this minimun: is secured none 
wil) be sold. There is a very active en- 
cuity for these lands and 4 special 
government agent has been in Calgary 
som® time looking after this business. 

Any of these School lands that fail 
to bring the upset price will be re-leas- 
ed to ranchers and farmers who now 
hold them at four cents per acre. The 
Dominion lands produce a revenue of 
buf two cents an acre. All these iands 
are in much’ demand by homesteaders 
who desire additional ranze for their 
stock. .Th® new settiers are especial- 
ly anxious to secure these leases, but 
little is now available. 

The fact that the government lands 
have been withdrawn from the mar- 
ket accounts for the decrease of rev- 
enue from the department for the 
Calgary district, as compzred with 
the business of last year. 

The fiscal year closed in June and 
for the past year the homestead en- 
tries at this point numbered 2,676, as 
compared with 1,997 for 1903. The 
revenue for 1902 was $18,890 and for 
1904, $26,455. hough the increese is 
sinall, it would have been heavier if 
the lands had not been withdrawn 
from ths market. 

Timber permits to actual settlers 
were 694 this year as compared with 
469 in 1903. 

E. F. Stephenson, inspector of agen- 
cies, from Winnipeg, will be in Cal- 
gary th» latter part of the week. He 
is locking over the business of Alberta 
for the past season.
